On last Tuesday morning Gen’! 
Robert Smalls, of South Carolina, 
called to see President Harrison 
aud presented a statement which 
Will be found below.

I attended the first and only 
large ratification meeting held in 


| Charleston, ealled by Doctor Crum, 


and at Beaufort, called by myself, 
which were addressed by the Hon. 
J. D. Taylor, of Ohio; W. E. 


{Mason of Lllinois, and myself. 


After these meetings I . came to 
Washington in company with Mr. 
Taylor. Returning in September 
I found that there had not been a 
meeting called anywhere in the 
county since the nomination, ex- 
cepting the Beaufort meeting on 
July 31. 

Finding the voters apathetic, and 
that nothing had been done to 
arouse enthusiasm to interest the 
Republican voters, I went to work 
and called eight meetings at my 
expense for the purpose of notify- 
ing the national and congressional 
nominees, and attended and spoke 
at them all; had a band of music at 
all but two of the meetings, Gra 
hamville and Genesis. Mr. Miller 
attended and spoke on the same 
platform with myself, I urging bis 
election as well as the support of 
the presideutial ticket. 

I was also temporary and per- 
manent chairman of the county 
conventien that elected delegates 
to the Cengressional convention, 
and was myself one of the delegat- 
es to the Congressional convention 
and there voted for the nomination 
of Thomas E. Miller and also voted 
for him and for Harrison and Mor- 
ton, Presidential electors elec- 
tion day. 

I had nothing to do with the get- 
ting up of the fusion ticket. After 
the nomination of the infamous 
county ticket, I neither staumpted 
the cnunty in its favor, nor did I 
make a speeeh in tavor of the fu- 
sion ticket. I had announced be- 
fore I left Washington that I woald 
be a candidate for sheriff of Beau-. 
fort county. My contest in Con- 
gress not being settled when Con- 
gress adjourned, before any ballot- 
ing was had in the convention, I 
withdrew my name from before the 
convention and asked my friends 
to support George A. Reed, a re 
publican who has been the chair- 
man of the republican board of 
county commissioners for the last 
eight years and was elected sheriff. 
There are men nominated on that 
county ticket, such as Thomas H. 
Wheeler and W. J. Whipper, for 
whom 1 would not vote dnder any 
circumstanees, and iu saying this, 
I voice the sentiments of all repub. 
licans in the county who believe in 
having honest and honorable offic- 
ers, who are not only competent to 
perform their duties, but who will 
do so in a manner thet will strength- 
én the cause of republicanism in 
the district. 

Again, Mr. President, together 
with Hons. Frederick Douglass, 
Bruce and Lynch I signed a call to 
the colored voters of the county 
urging them to support the repub- 
lican ticket in the last election, of 
which fact the National Republic- 
an Committee is fully cognizant. 
Furthermore, I had an _ urgent 
agreement with Hon. W. D. Owen,

I mast confess, Mr. President,

THE APPOINTMENT OF COL- 


ORED REPUBLICANS TO 
OFFICE. | 


DISCUSSING THE POLICY OF THE AD- 
MINISTRETION WITH REGARD TO 
COLORED PEOPLE. | 


New York Tribune, 
Wasbington, April 21 (Special). 
Ex-Senator Bruce, of Mississippi, 
recently called the attention of The 
Tribune correspondent to a dis- 
patch in the ‘*New Orleans Times 
Democrat” in which it was stated 
that the policy of the Administra 
tion was not to appoint colored Re- 
publicans to office. In proof of this 
it was further stated that ex Sena— 
tor Brace and ex-Congressman 
Lynch, of Mississippi, called at the 
Postoffice Department last week to 
recommend the appointment of 4 
certain fourth—class postmaster in 
that State, and that the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General was 
about to order the papers made out 
when he suddenly asked: poe 
“By the way. is this man white 
“He isa colored man,” replied 
Mr. Lynch. 
‘Well, I can’t appoint him, then; 
no colored man can get a postoffice 
in the south.” | 
Mr. Bruce said : | 
Asa matter of justice to the 
Administration as well as to my-; 
self, 1 wish you would say that 


that statement; that no such inter: 
view, as is alleged, has taken 
place, and that from no member of 
the Cabinet, or other officer 
under this Administration, have I 
heard or received an intimation 
that any man is to be debarred) 
from office simply because he is a 
person of color. Ido not believe 
that any such purpose exists in the 
mind of President Harrison or any 
member of his administration. | 
I have received many letters and 
personal enquiries on this subject 
from prominent colored men 
throughout the country. So numer- 
ous have been these enquiries that 


tunity to answer them through The 
Tribune. In brief, my. answer is 
this: I have every reason to be- 
lieve that in choosing men to fill 
offices the Administration will con- 
sider, in each case, the honesty, 
capacity and efficiency of the 
applicant, and ifhe be a man of 
any race, he will not be rejected 
simply for that reason. I regard. 
all the published statements to the 
contrary a8 no more nor less than 
a device of Democrats to create 
discontent among colored republi- 
cans in the hope thereby of reaping 
a partisan advantage.
